FRENCH CONTINUE TO 


POUND GERMAN LINES 


(Compiled from A. P. Dispatches.) 
French troops hit the German lines 


a smashing blow early this morning 
in the area almost directly north of 
Paris where the Germans were stop- 
ped after five days' of fighting in 
their thrust toward the capital in the 
last and least successful of all their 
1918 
offensives, about a month ago. 


The attack was delivered along a 
2%,-mile front, and at some points 
General Petain's troops pushed into 
the enemy positions for the distance 
of a mile- Two farms were captured 
and a counter-attack which was de- 
livered against one of them was re- 
pulsed, 
taken. 


The area chosen for the blow was 


just north of the Matz river region, 
northwest of the Compiegne forest, 
on the front between Montdidier and 
the Oise. The point of the German 
wedges projected hero in the neigh- 
borhood of Antheuil and extends to 
the west of this town astride the 
Compiegne road that the French 
drove in, taking valuable high ground 
on both sides of the highway. 


The attacking forces were assisted 


by tanks in their drive. Apparently 
all the terrain gained has been main- 
tained intact. 


There has been considerable ar- 


tillery fighting and raiding along this 
front in the past few days but this 
morning's was the first infantry oper- 
ation of note that has occurred there 
since the Germans' June offensive 
was crushed on the Mrfte. largely 
through the effective counter-attack 
delivered on the third day of the of- 
fensive along the line to the north- 
west of Antheuil, towards Montdidier. 


The new advance will serve still 


further to protect tbe important rail- 
way junction or Estrees-St. Denis, 
which lies seven miles southwest of 
Antheiiil.

OHIO PRISONERS. 


Nearly $10,00q,000 is spent an- 


nually by Ohio and its political sub- 
divisions to keep in operation all 
the agencies for the prevention, de- 
tection and punishment of crime. 


These figures are contained in the 


first annual report of the Ohio Board 
of Clemency filed 
with Governor 


James B. Cox and are quoted to show 
one of the economic reasons for ra- 
tional efforts for the reformation 
of men sent to prison. 


The report contains no statistical 


tables or compilation of figures, but 
13 written m story form, and tells 
the problems the Board meets, ex- 
plains the plan it has, shows how it 
is applied, and ^hat care is taken 


for the board to hold the man to dis- 
povo the^claim of "pull." 


"Conlonning to the spirit and pur- 


pose of the indeterminate sentences 
law, 
since the board came 
into 


power, it has been its plan and pur- 
pose to inspire and fix in the minds 
of prisoners that men help them- 
selves out of trouble and that no 
man gets 
out on a "pull." 
This 


board 
would 
regret any attempted 


use of "pull" because it knows how 
valuable is 
the 
impression in the 


man's mind, that by right instit*- 
tional conduct he is helping himself 
out and that money and "pull" are 
not required. 


The report contains a foreword 


from the board in which It states its 
first duty and largest obligation is to 
society, that men are only entitled 
to consideration 
when 
release car- 


ries no hazard to the community. 
Pleasant relations have been estab- 
lished, the report says, with courts 
and prosecutors and others who have 
been asked to aid in parole work. . 


The board admits it has made er- 


rois dm ing the past year in some 
cases, but points out the nearly 93 
per cent of successes to 
show tne 


balance is largely on the right side. 


The reports deals at length with 


prison management, work and dis- 
cipline, to show the influences ana 
discipline that help put prisoners in 
pioper frame of mind to come before 
the board for parole. _It pronounces 
the prison policy of the state good, 
fully abreast with the best thought 
of the day.

Our snipers, as a rule, went over 


the parapet about .dusk, just before 
Fritz got hla star shells going. They 
would crawl out to shell craters or 
tree stumps or holes that they had 
spotted during the day—in other 
words, places where they could see 
the enemy parapets but could not be 
seen themselves. 
Once In position, 


they would make themselves comfort- 
able, smear their tin hats with dirt, 
get a good rest for their rifles and 
snipe every German they saw. They 
wore extra bandoleers of cartridges, 
since there was no telling how many 
rounds they might flre during the 
night. Sometimes they had direct and 
visible targets and other times they 
potted Huns by guesswork. Usually

they cra-vvled back just before day- 
light, but sometimes they were out 24 
hours at a stretch. They took great 
pride In the number of Germans they 


guns of all calibers there, both navai 
and field pieces, and I got a good look 
at the famous "75's," which are the 
best guns in the world, in my estima- 
tion, and the one. tiling that save! 
Verdun.

The "75V fired 30 shots a minute, 


where the best the German guns could 
do was six. The American three-inch 
field piece lets go six times a minute, 
too. The French government owns the 
secret of the mechanism that made 
this rapid fire possible. When the first 
"75's" began to roar, the Germans 
knew the French had found a new 
'weapon, so they were very anxious to 
get one of the guns and learn the 
secret. 


Shortly afterward they 
captured 


eight guns by a mass attack In which, 
the allies claim, there were 4,000 Ger- 
man troops killed. The Boches studied 
the guns and tried to turn out pieces 
like them at the Krupp factory. But 
somehow they could not get It. Their 
Imitation "75's" would only fire five 
shots very rapidly and then "cough"— 
puff, puff, puff, with nothing coming 
out. The destructive power of the 
"75's" is enormous. These guns have 
saved the lives of thousaads of poilus 
and Tommies and it is largely due to 
them that the French are now able to 
beat Fritz at his owa^game and give 
back shell for shell—and then some. 


CHAPTER V. 


With the "75's." 


My pal JJrown, of whom I spoke be-" 


fore, bad been put ia the infantry 
when he enlisted in the Legion, be- 
cause he had served in the United 
States^ infantry. 
He soon became a 


sergeant, which had been his rating 
In the American service. I never saw 
him in the trenches, because our out- 
fits were nowhere near each other, but 
whenever we were in billets at the 
same time, we were together as much 
as possible. 


Brown was a fanny card and I never 


saw anyone else much like him. A 


knocked over, and if our men did not big, tall, red-headed, dopey-looking fel- 
get eight or ten they thought they had 
not done a good night's work. Of 
course It was not wholesale killing, 
like machine gunning, but it was very 
useful, because our snipers were al- 
ways laying for the German snipers, 
and when they got Sniper Fritz they 
saved just so many of our lives.

call him "Ginger" Brown, both on ac- 
count of his red hair and his slow 
movements. But he would pull a sur- 
prise on you every once in. a while, 
like this one that he fooled me with. 


One morning about dawn we started 


out for a walk through what used to 
be Dixnrade—piles of stone and brick 
and mortar. There were no civvies to 


So I saf In the seat and trained the 


cross wires on an object, opened and 
fclosed the breech and examined the 
recoil. 


Then Brown said: "Well, Chink, 


you'll see some real gunnery now," and 
they passed the word and /took sta 
tlons. My eyes bulged out when I 
eaw Brown take his station with them! 
• "Silence!" IB about the first com- 
mand a gun crew gets when It Is going 
into action, but I forgot all about (t, 
and shouted out and asked Brown how 
he got to be a gunner. But he only 
grinned and looked dopey, as usual. 
Then I came to and expected to get a 
call down from the officer, but he only 
grinned and so did the crew.

seems they had it all framed to spring 
on me, and they expected I would be 
'surprised. 


So we put cotton In our ears and 


the captain called the observation 
tower a short distance away and they 
gave him the range. Then the captain 
"called 4328 meters" to Brown. They 
placed th« nose of a shell In a fuse 
adjuster and turned the handle until 
It reached scale 4128. This set the 
fuse to explode at the range given. 
Then they slammed the shell into the 
Creech, locked !t shut and Brown sent 
bis best to Fritz. 


The barrel slipped back, threw out 


:he shell case at our feet and returned 
over a cushion of grease. 
Then we 


received the results by telephone from 
he observation tower. After he had 
Ired twelve shots the captain said to 
Jrown, "You should never waste your- 
self in infantry, son." And old dopey 
Brown just stood there and grinned. 


That was Brown every time. He 


mew about more tilings than you could 
hink of. He had read about gunnery 
and fooled around at Dixmude until 
hey let him play with the "75's," and 
inally here he was, giving his kindest 
to old Fritz with the rest of them. 


I never saw a battery better con- 


cealed than this one. Up on the ground 
you couldn't see the muzzle twenty 
yards away—and that was all there 
was to see at any distance. There 
was a ruined garden just outside the 
gun quarters, and while the gunners 
were there picking apples there would 
be a hiss and an explosion, and over 
would go some of the trees, or maybe 
a man or two, but never a shell struck 
nearer the guns than that. The poilus 
used to thank Fritz for helping them 
pick the apples, because the explosions 
would bring them down in great style. 
Shells from our Ijeavy artillery passed 
Just over the garden, too, making an

imagine what thvir cargo was like, 11! 
the convoy was as used up as these 
chaps. But all who could were sing- 
Ing and talking and full of pep. That 
Is the French for you: they used no 
more men than they could possibly 
spare to take care of the wounded, but 
they were all cheerful about It—• 
always.

Just after I passed this ambulanco 


the Germans began shelling a section 
of the road too near me to be comfort-! 
able, so I beat it to a shell crater 
about twenty yards off the road, to the 
rear. A shrapnel shell exploded pretty 
near me just as I jumped into this 
hole—I did not look around to see how 
close it was—and I remember now 
how the old minstrel joke I had heard 
on board ship came to my mind at the 
time—something about a fellow feel- 
ing so small he climbed into a hole 
and pulled it after him—and I wished 
I might do the same. I flattened my- 
self as close against the wall of tha 
crater as I could and then I noticed 
tbat somebody had made a dugout 11 
the other wall of the crater and I 
started for it 


The shells were exploding so fast 


by that time that you could not listen 
for each explosion separately, and just 
as I jumped into the dugout a reg-<fcr

they saw me sitting there. It sure

As you probably know, the opposing 


artillery In this war is so widely sepa- 
rated that the gunners never see their 
targets unless these happen to be 
buildings, and even then it is rare. So, 
since an artillery officer never sees the 
enemy artillery or Infantry, he must 
depend on others to give him the range 
and-dlrection. 


For this purpose there are balloons 


and airplanes attached to each artil- 
lery unit The airplanes are equipped 
with wireless, but also signal by 
smoke and direction of flight, while 
the balloons use telephones. The ob- 
servers have maps and powerful 
glasses end cameras. Their maps are 
marked off in zones to correspond with 
the maps used by the artillery officers. 


The observations are signaled to a 


receiving station on the ground and 
are then telephoned to the batteries. 
All our troops were equipped with 
telephone signal corps detachments 
and this was a very Important arm 
of the service. The enemy position is 
shelled before an attack, either en 
barrage or otherwise, .and communica- 
tion between the waves nf attack and 
the artillery is absolutely necessary. 
Bombardments are directed toward 
certain parts' of the enemy position 
almost as accurately as yon would use 
a searchlight The field telephones are 
very light and are portable to the last 
degree. They can be 'rigged up or 
knocked down hi a very short time. 
The wire is wound on drums or reels 
and yon would be surprised to see how 
quickly our corps established com- 
munication from a newly won trench 
to headquarters, for instance. They 
were asking for our casualties before 
we had finished having them, almost 


Artillery fire was directed by men 


whose duty it was to dope out the 
range from the Information sent theci, 
by the observers in thc air. Two men 
were stationed at the switchboard, 
one man to receive the message and 
the other to operate the board. As 
soon as the range was plotted out it 
was telephoned to the gunners and 
they did the rest 


The naval guns at Dixmude were 


mounted on flat cars and these were 
drawn back and forth on the track by 
little Belgian engines. 


After I had been at my gun for sev- 


eral days I was ordered back to my 
regiment which was again hi the 
front-line trenches. My course was 
past both thc British and French lines 
but quite a distance behind the front 
lines. 


Everywhere there were ambulances 


and wagon* going backward and for- 
ward. I metx one French ambulance 
that was a lonjpwagon full of pollus 
from a field hospital near thc firing 


them. We were In the rear of the col- 
umn that had passed. Our boys were 
going up for their regular stunt in the 
front lines, while the others had jus,t 
arrived at that part of the front. 


Then for the first time my feet be- 


got real chummy with him.

One morning Fritz started in bright 


and early to begin his strafe. 
The

the trench to see that the sentries 
were properly posted and were on the 
job.

bail of shrapnel fell on the spot I had 
just passed. It was pretty dark in 
the dugout and the first move I made 
I bumped into somebody else and he 
let out a yell that you could have 
heard a mile. It was a Tommy who 
had been wounded in the hand and 
between curses he told me I had sat 
right on his wound when I moved. I 
asked M*n why he did not yell sooner, 
but he only swore more. He surely 
was a great cusser. 


The bombardment ^slackened up a 


bit about this"time, and I thought"! 
would have a loot around. I did not 
get out of the crater entirely, but 
moved around out of the dugout until 
I could see the road I had been on. 
The first thing I saw was a broken- 
down wagon that had just been hit— 
in fact, it was toppling over when my 
eye caught it. The driver jumped 
from his seat and while be was in the 
air his head was torn completely from 
his shoulders by another shell—I do 
not know what kind. This was enough 
for me, so back to the dugout 


How the Germans did it I do not 


know, but they had found out about 
that road and opened fire at exactly 
the moment when the road was cov- 
ered with wagons and men. Yet there 
had not been a balloon or airplane in 
the sky for some time. 


After a while the bombardment 


moved away to the east from, which 
direction I had come, and I knew our 
batteries were getting It The Tommy 
and I came out of the dugout As I 
started climbing up the muddy sides 
I saw there was a man standing at 
the edge of it and I could tell by his 
puttees tbat he was a Limey. I was 
having a hard job of It so without 
looking up I hailed him.

Our boats were made 
of rough cowhide and fitted very well, 
but it was a day's labor to carry them 
on your feet. I began lagging behind. 
I would lag twenty or thirty_yards 
behind and then try to catch up. But 
the thousands of men ahead of me 
kept up the steady pace and very few 
limped, though they had been on the 
march since 3 a. m. It was then about 
H a. m. Those who did limp were 
carried in the wagons. But I had seen 
very few men besides the drivers rid- 
ing In the wagons, and I wanted to 
be as tough as the next guy, so I kept 
on. But, believe me, I was sure glad 
when we halted for a rest along the 
road. 


That Is, the re-enforcements did! 


Our company of the Legion had not 
come from so far, and TV hen the front 
of the column had drawn out of the 
way along the roadie kept on filing, 
as the saying is. I did not care about 
being tough then, and I was ready for 
the wagon. 


Only now there were no wagons! 


They belonged with the other troops. 
So I had to ease along as best I could 
for what seemed like hours — to my 
feet — until we turned off onto another 
road and halted for a rest I found 
out later that our officers had gone 
astray and were lost at this time, 
though, of course, they did not tell 
us so. 


We arrived at our section of the 


trench about three o'clocu that after- 
noon and I rejoined my company. I 
was all tired out after this trek and 
found myself longing for the Cassard 
and the rolling wave, where no Mara- 
thons and five-mile hikes were neces- 
sary.

after he passed me a lad jrot it square 
not far from me and was knocked 
over to where I was lying.

But you could see he was 
In great pain.

stated to A. Mitchell Palmer, alien 
property custodian the Mail, infact. 
according to Merton E. Lewis, state 
attorney 'general and Harold Harper- 
assistant U. S. District attorney, is 
owned by the imperial government. 
The arrest of Dr. Rumely which 
caused a sensation in newspaper cir- 
cles here followed several weeks of 
investigation covering the financial 
transaction for the purchase of the 
Evening Mail. 


The first suspicion that German 


money paid for the Mail, it is said, 
came through an examination by 
federal authorities of the books of 
Hugo Schmidt, the German fiscal 
agent in this country. 


The money, amounting to $1,361,- 


000, 
used in this transaction, which 


Attorney Lewis said had been care- 
fully traced and checked up, was ob- 
tained in this countrv through the 
sale of German war loans. 


"The documents in the case." At- 


torney General Lewis stated, "indi-

that Rumely purchased the 


stock of the Mail and Express com- 
pany from Henry L. Stoddard in
